Determined to break up the prac- 
tice of making speedways of the 
headquarters, fifteen machinists and ?itreets of Paris by automobilists, the 
shopmen employed in the, local shops 
of the LouisYiUe lb NaaliYiUa raU- 
foad, and In the rouBdhouae at this 
point, quit work Tuesday morning. 
The situation is unchanged, with the 
men still out and evincing no dispo- 
sition to return. The strike, is gen- 
eral and is spreading all orer the 
country. 

Tiie purpo.se of the strike is to en- 
force demands made last January 
that the wages of shopmen be in- 
creased twentx-flve per cent., which 
up to this time, had not been done. 
Practically all the shopmen in the 
local .shops are affiliated with the 
Covington brandbi of the Railroad 
Shopmen's Federation, from where 
orders, it is said, came for the strike. 
So far the car repairers and other 
branches of the service have not gone 
on strike here. As a matter of pre- 
caution, extra watchmen have been 
placed on guard in the South Paris 
yards.

CINCINNATI CAPITALISTS MAKE 



OFFER FOR LOCAL PLANT. 



Mr. G. T. Solar, of Cincinnati, pres- 
ident of the National Hay & Grain 
Co., of that city, was in Paris. Wed- 
nesday, aa a guest of Mr. Fhtt Nip- 
pert, manager of the Paris Ice Man- 
ufacturing Co.'s plant. It afterward 
developed that Solar's vi.sii wa.s one 
, that has a business string connected 
' to it, and not entlrelF of a aoelal 
nature. 

Mr. Solar, who is representing a 
number of Cincinnati capitalists, was 
here inspecting the local ice plant, 
with a view to recommending its 
purchase to his associates, if it could 
be shown up as a proflteble Inrest- 
ment for their capital. Mr, Solar 
stated that the deal for the purchase 
has been practi-ally closed, but that 
a number of details remain to be de- 
termined upon yet. If the deal hr 
finally completed it is the plan of the 
promotors to increase the capital 
stock of the Company from $50,000 
to $125,000. double the capacity of 
the plant, put in new ma^lnery 
throughout, and erect a new storage 
werehouse wit+\ a capacity of 2,000 
tons of ice. The new improvements 
contemplated would be begun about 
October 1. and would be completed 
about February, 1920, thua giving 
ample time to manufacture and fill 
the cold storage house before the 
real ice season of the spring and 
anmmer of 1330 should begin. Mr. 
Solar was very much pleased with his 
visit to Paris, which he pronounced 
one of the be.st towns iM 
across in Kentucky.

Mail Tanr Lettm Eiily 

There is a hint from an efficiency 
engineer who made a survey of the 

forwarding of mail that we all can 
adopt and put into practice. It is 
that of posting our letters as soon 
after they are written as it is pos- 
sible. His Investigations showed 
that, in business 'houses especially, 
mail was allowed to accumulate and 
wait upon tlie convenience of a mee- 
sengitf or was sent to the postofflce 
by a volunteer during the luncheon 
hour or at the end of the business 
day. 

As a result there was created in 
every postofflce several peakload pe- 
riods during which all members of 
the staff were rushed to overcome 
the glut and restore the normal. 
One of the consequences found in 
every large city was that letters 
which normally should have gone 
forward on an erenfng train were 
held over until later in the night or 
until the next morning because they 
were not deposited until Just b^ore 
the dinner hour. 

If caia is taken to get the letters 
into the mail boxes at ones after be- 
ing sealed the postolllce force will 
work with greater precision and dis- 
patch and the expense to the public 
will be cheaper because fewer hands 
will be needed. The direct reward of 
this practice is better service to the 
patron of the postoffice. So almple 
is the plan recommended and so In- 
expensive that it ^■»lould receive uni- 
versal approval and be put into gen- 
eral practice.

Brent Hutchcraft, of Paris, who gave 
up his llfO In Fraaee In the heroic 
discharge of his duties, was the Only 
United States soldier buried in 
France with Masonic honors. 

Captain J. A. Orr, of Paris, who re- 
cently returned from France and was 
mustered out of the service a few 
weeks 'ago at Camp Zachary Taylor, 
in an interview tells of the manner 
in which he learned of Captain 
Hutehenll's dmtth wklle In Farls, 
and the means he took to hold Ma- 
sonic services over tke body as it 
w-as laid to rest in the Nuttoual Osm- 
etery at Beaumont. 

Captain Orr, w-ho before enlisting 
in the service was a well-known phy- 
sician of Paris, and who since his 
honorable dlwbarca has acniu taken 
up the praetiet of bis §ntmtiLam bare, 
isays: 

"I first heard of the death of Cap- 
tain Hutchcraft through General 
Roger Williams, of Lexington, whom 
1 met in Paris, and who was in 
chrage of one of the departments of 
the Ameriean Red Cross. Oeneral 
Williams knew nothing of the partic- 
ulars of his death, or where he was 
buried, save that it was in the De- 
partment of the Argonne. which in 
Pranee eorresponds to one in the 
States of this county Captain 
Hutchcraft was Junior Warden of 
Paris Lodge No. 2, of Paris. Ky., of 
which I had at the time the honor to 
be Master, and I deemed it my duty 
to his memory as a brother Mason, 
to secure what information I could 
regarding his death that I might be 
able on mjr return to impart it to his 
grIef-strlcbeB parents. 

"I immedately set to work to ascer-

WASHINGTON, .\ugust 5.— Or- 
ganized labor came out Monday with 
the unequivocal, formal demand that 
private capital be retired from the 
railroads. 

A tripartite control, composed of 
the public, the operating manage- 
ment and the employees, is demanded 
instead. 

Addressed to the American public 
and signed by the engineers, the fire- 
men, the conductors and the Amer- 
icmn Pedermtion of Labor, a formal 
statement was issued announcins this 
proposal, which will be earrlM he- 
fore Con^rress Wedneeday. 

**lt marks," says the statement, 
''the step by which organised labor 
passes from demands for wage in- 
creases to demands that the system 
of profits in industry be overhauled." 

This sentence sums up in a few 
words the proposal, of which there 
have been hints and indications, but 
which now is laid before the country 
for the first time. , | 

Everywhere in official Washing- 
ton it is recognized as being the most 
serious and far-reaching proposition | 
the country win ha cifiad vpon to 
face. 

Characterizing the proposal as 
''labor's bill," it is put forth to be a 
remedy for the high cost of living, 
because, it is said, the railroads are 
the "key industry" of the nation. 
. It demands the "genuine co-opera- 
tion and partnership based on a real 
community of interest and participa- 
tion in control," of which President 
Wilson spoke to Congress, and which, 
the statement says, has been ignored 
by labor and the private OWBern of 
the railroads. 

"We ask," it says, "that the rail- 
roads of the United States be vested 
vn the public; that those actually en 
«:aged in conducting that industry, 
'"lot from Wall Street, but from the 
railroad offices and yard and out on 
the railroad lines, shall take charge 
of this service for the puhlie." 
Briefly, labor's plan damanda: 
That private capital be eliminated 
front the railroads. 

That the private owners receive 
for them Government bonds "with a 
fixed interest return for every hon- 
est dollar that they have invested." 

That the tripartite control, hereto- 
fore referred to, be established in 
corporat ons which shall lease the 
roads and in which the public, the 
operating managements and labor 
shall be represented equally. 

That the public, the operators and 
the wage earners share equally all 
revenue in excess of the guarantee 
to private capital, by granting to the 
operators and the employees one half 
the savings which are expected to be 
made by raeh a perfected organiza- 
tion and to the pnhBe the other half 
as consomeiB, either hy increasing 
service witiioilt addiaff eoats or hy re- 
ducing costs. 

"This role originates with labor,** 
says the statement, "because labor 
happens to have firm organizations 
through which it may become articu- 
late." 

The trainmen are not represented 
in the statement, as W. G. Lee, Pres- 
ident of the brotherhood, was out of 
the city, but it wtm Mid that he wmild 
join in it. 

The statement follows: "The in-

late. It is not to benefit labor as labor 
alone; it is to benefit the consuming 
puUie, of which labor at present is 
rae aodible part. 

''In labor's bill providing that the 
public take over the railroads and 
establish a tripartite control between 
the public the railway operating man- 
agement and the employees, the labor 
organizations of America have estab- 
lished this new policy, which envis- 
ages their condition not only as pro- 
ducers, but also as consumers. 

"It marks the step by which or- 
ganized labor passes from demands 
for wage increases to demands that 
the system of profits in industry be 
overhauled. Hitherto, during suc- 
cessive wage negotiations and arbi- 
tration awards, we have called for 
provisional settlements only of ques- 
tions arising out of differences *as to 
<vages, hours and conditions of labor. 

"That principle of 'genuine co- 
operation and partnership, based up- 
on a real community of interest and 
iiarticipation in control,' of which 
President Wilson has spolcen in Con- 
gress, has been ignored both by 
labor and by the private owners of 
tha r&'lroads. ^ 

'What wage increases have bc'en 
received during the past few years 
resulted only in immediately being 
followed by more than proportionate 
increases in the cost of living. Each 
raise ii» wages has turned out to 
mean only temporary relief for the 
affected workers. When the in- 
creases have gone around the circle 
labor as producer loses the advantage 
of the new wages through the addi- 
tional cost it pays as consumer, 

"Moreover, through compounded 
profits taken on these wage increases 
each cycle becomes an upward spiral 
of costs which the consuming public 
vainly reaches to control. 

"As the major part of the consum- 
ing public, labor is entitled to repre- 
sentation on the Directors of the pub- 
lic railroads. As a producer of cap- 
ital Directorate of the railroads. To 
capital, wMeh ii the fmit of yester- 
day's labor, wfi now fropote to dis- 
charge every obligation. 

"We demand that the t owners of 
capital, who represent only financial 
interest as distinguished from operat- 
ing brains and money, be retired 
from management, receiving Govern- 
ment bonds with a fixed interest re- 
turn for every honest dollar that 
they have invested in the railway 
industry. 

"We ask that the railroads of the 
United States be vested in the public ; 
that those acually engaged in con- 
ducting that industry, not from Wall 
Street, but from the railroad offices 
and yards and out on the railroad 
lines shall take charge of this service 
for the public. ^ 

"These represent all the brains, 
skill and energy that is in the busi- 
ness. They are entitled to that meas- 
ure of control which is equal to their 
ability and their responsibility for 
operating the transportation proper- 
ties. 

"Then, and then only, will the 
service be primarily for the public, 
not primarily for profits to specula- 
tors and inflaters of capital. As a 
means for accomplishing this end, we 
ask that a lease be granted to a cor- 
poration created, not for profit, but 
for public service, 

"We ask that this corporation be 
controlled in its management by an 
equal representation of the three 
fundamental interests upon which in- 
dustry is based. The public, operat- 
ing managers and wage earners will 
then guarantee both the integrity of 
the investment required for the con- 
duct of the industry and that return 
which induces it, by inTMtfaiff. to en- 
ter the public service. 

"The pohlie aa eonsnmen and the 
opemtinir auuuigvrs and wage eam- 
era aa pvodveers having joined in 
that coaiantee, then will ahara eqoal- 
ly sin earnings in e iM— of the 
amounts laqvhnd to Maal tiM guar- 
antee. 

"This is fw^ridad by granting to 
the wage earners and management 
one half of the savings which they 
through their perfected organiza- 
tions can make, and by securing to 
the public the other half, to be en- 
joyed by the consumers, either by 
increasing the means for service 
without increasing fixed charges or 
by reducing the cpst of thf service 
which the machinery thtel atfet- 
ence can render.

John J. Key, about 70 jrears old, 
for the laat fortyHwren years an in- 
mate of the Eestem State Hospital 
in Lexington, was buried in his 
family lot in the Maysville Cenietery 
last weelt. He died at the hospital, 
in w^ich he had spent the greater 
part of his life, following a long ill- 
ness from pellagra. 

According to a tradition at the 
State Hospital, Key, when in his 
early twenties, entered the parlor of 
his father's home on the Lexington 
pike, near Maysville, and shot and 
killed his father and Moses Givens. 
Immediately after the double tragedy 
Key went to MaysylUe and surren- 
dered to the anthorities. 

A long court fight followed and af- 
ter several years of litigation, Key 
was adjudged insane and brought to 
the Eastern State Hospital. That 
was in 1872, and he had been there 
ever since. 

For many years Key had been a 
trusty patient at the hospital and 
had proved very useful around the 
grounds. For a w4ille he had charge 
of the stables and poultry yards. 
Dring his confinement, Key has been 
subject to many strange illusions, it 
was stated at the hospital. He was a 
veteran oCthe Cirll War, and drew a 
pension from the government. 

Although he spent 47 years 
within the confines of the -liospital 
grounds. Key was not the oldest pa- 
tient. Catherine Redmon, of Frank- 
lin county, has had no sight of the 
outside world since 1858, when, as a 
young woman, ihe was leiit to the 
hospital. 

During her confinement the world 

has advanced and developed, but she 
has never seen a motion picture show 
or ridden in an automobile, talked 
over a telephone or had any of the 
commonplace experiences of the pres- 
ent day. Since she came to the hos- 
pital, her family have all died until 
now she is without a relative in the 
world, with no acquaintances or 
friends outside her ward.

TAYLOR. 

— One by one the veterans of the 
Civil War are yielding to the stern 
decree of death, and are surrendering 
to the mightiest ebaqueror ot all. 
This thought was brought out by the 
news that reached here yesterday of 
the death of Capt. Ed. Taylor, a for- 
mer resident of Paris, and a well- 
known Confederate reteraa. which 
occurred at the Confederate Home at 
Pewce Valley, Wednesday night, fol- 
lowing an illness of two years. 
' Capt. Taylor duriag his residence 
in Paris, condueted a dry goods store 
on the corner of Main and Third 
streets, the site of which is at pi'es 
ent occupied by the A. F. Wheeler 
Furniture Co. His wife preceded him 
to the grave many years ago. Capt. 
Taylor at the outbreak of the Civil 
War, embraced the cause of the Con- 
federacy, and enlisted in Company 
C, of the Ninth Kentuclcy Cavalry, 
r General John H. Morgan, and 
followed the fortunes of that great 
raider through the varying fortunes 
of war. He served with distinction 
and gallantry, and rose to the rank 
of Captain in the senrlee, which in 
honoring him was itself honored. He 
was a man of culture and Intellect- 
ual attainments and had a host of 
friends here who regret to learn of 
his passing away. After leaving the 
army Capt. Taylor again embarked in 
business in this city, and In later 
years was a traveling man for a large 
Eastern wholesale house. Of late 
years he has been a guest at the 
Confederate Home, with comrades of 
former days, where his declining 
years were spent in the peacefulness 
of a ripe old age. For many years he 
was a prominent figure at all the 
Confederate reunions and was highly 
esteemed by all who knew'hfm. 

Capt. Taylor is survived by one 
daughter. Mjs. Carrie Taylor Chase, 
of Danvillt-, and two sons, Ira G. 
G. Taylor and Edward Taylor, Jr.. 
both of Lexington. 

The body was brought to the home 
of his grandson, Mr. Hubert Chase, in 
Lexington, where the funeral will be 
held at ten o'clock this (Friday) ) 
morning, with services conducted by 
Rev. E. T. Eddibnds, pastor of the 
Woodland Avenue Christian church. 
The body will be brought to this city 
for interment on the family lot in the 
Paris Cemetery beside that of his 
wife.. The pall-bearers will be A. W. 
Macklin, G. S. Byms. J. E. Keller, C. 
F. Estell. R. M. Redd and Jacob San- 
dusky. -Members of the John C. 
Breckinridge Camp, United Confeder- 
ate Veterans, of Lexington, of which 
Capt. Taylor was a member, will ac- 
company the body as a gaard of 
honor.
